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15,000 Visitors 
Tour Campus 

An enthusiastic crowd of more than 
15,000 people dodged rain and puddles to 
see countless exhibits and demonstrations 
at UVic's two-day Open House last week¬ 
end, making the event "a swimming 
success." 

President Hugh Farquhar commented 
Monday that the free and easy atmosphere 
sustained by the hard-working faculty, 
staff and students made the weekend "an 
outstanding success." 

"Those involved should be thanked for 
their efforts to display the University, and 
we want to thank the public for their 
involvement," he said. "We want the pub¬ 
lic to feel free to come to the University." 

They came in droves on Saturday and 
Sunday, filling the lecture halls, sampling 
croissants and lingering at various displays. 

There was standing room only in the 
Elliott Building for demonstrations by 
UVic's scientific glassblowers who awed 


the youngsters with their deft manipula¬ 
tions of molten glass. 

While some strolled past basement labs, 
others scurried over to watch the Univer¬ 
sity Rock Scaling Club walk up the outside 
of the Library and then swing over the 
crowds to the roof of the Clearihue 
Building. 

The choice of what to see at the Open 
House was a difficult one, especially for 
those from distant areas. Usually, they 
compromised and took in everything. 
While delegates from Evergreen College, 
Olympia, Washington, and Simon Fraser 
University made notes on the highly-orga¬ 
nized and informative format, Provincial 
cabinet ministers Donald Brothers, Ray 
Williston and Waldo Skillings took infor¬ 
mal note of such displays as the children's 
art in MacLaurin Building, the animals in 
the psychology research display and the 
shimmering soap bubbles created by the 
Department of Mathematics. 

Open House chairman R.R. Jeff els said 
there were so many displays and so many 
people from the community viewing them 
that it would be impossible to say which 


attracted the greatest number. All displays, 
demonstrations and lectures were well 
received by the visitors. 

"It was high time the University dis¬ 
played itself to the community," he said. 
"The aim of the exercise was to demon¬ 
strate to the public that their monies are 
well-spent. I think we achieved that." 

Biology Building 
Dedicated 
To Teacher 

The Cunningham Building for biological 
sciences was officially opened March 3 by 
Resources Minister Ray Williston "for 
present and future generations." 

The building, completed in November 
1970, is named in honour of Jeffree 
Cunningham, B.A., LL.D., retired biologist 
at Victoria College. 

Despite a chilly wind, more than 100 
guests stood outside for the ceremony to 
hear Chancellor Roderick Haig-Brown 
describe Dr. Cunningham as an outstand¬ 
ing teacher and administrator during his40 
years of service. 

Dr. Cunningham was unable to attend 
the ceremony but was represented by Dr. 
Gordon Fields who conveyed Dr. 
Cunningham's greetings. 

In a prepared speech. Dr. Cunningham 
said ,"Ecology and environment are words 
on everyone's lips but lip service is not 
enough. Man's conscience must be stirred 
and he must act, if we are to be prevented 
from joining the dinosaurs. It is my heart¬ 
felt hope that the staff of this building 
will dedicate themselves to fighting this 
environmental problem." 

President Hugh Farquhar, participating 
in his first ceremonial occasion as presi¬ 
dent, paid tribute to Dr. Cunningham and 
others who laid the groundwork for biolog¬ 
ical sciences at the University. He made 
special reference to Dr. Fields who fol-
